With the boom of the U. S. No. 
575 reaching its peak it is inter- 
esting to note the number of self 
styled experts that are coming 
forth with information as to the 
tremendous number of these that 
were printed. Their contentions are 
quite true but they fail in their ex- 
treme effort to belittle the issue, 
to go into detail and enlighten the 
interested No. 575 fans as to 
where the ten million or so went 
that were issued. It may be quite 
so that a great number were issued 
but none of these were sold over 
the counter at local postoffices and 
the only ones to go to the public 
were those that were sold at the 
Philatelic Agency at Washington, 
and a great number of these were 
used for postage. The bulk were 
sold to vending machine companies, 
cut into coils and sold for use as 
postage in that form. 

After advertising for them for 
almost a year and having a per- 
sonal knowledge of the great ef- 
forts put forth by Dr. Howard H. 
Warner, who without a doubt has 
the largest accumulation of these 
in the world, to add to his collec- 
tion, I know that statements pub- 
lished by various stamp papers as 
to the plentiful supply running 
around loose is bunk. It is under- 
stood that there are some of these 
stamps that have not found their 
way onto the market but after the 
great effort on the part of the col- 
lectors and dealers all over the 
country to dig them out there 
can’t be many that haven’t found 
their way up to daylight. 

With several nice lots of these 
stamps in Baltimore it is quite 
safe to say that we hold more of 
these items in our fair city than 
any other can boast of. The 
crowning collection of course is 
that of Dr. Warner with Mr. Tap- 
pen and Mr. Straus swinging in 
behind along with several smaller 
lots scattered about the city. It 
has been quite interesting in our 
chase for these items to note the 
number of full sheets of 400 that 
someone knows about only to find 
after chasing it around over the 
country in several channels that 
there “ain’t no such animail” and 
never was. It is also interesting to 
note the number of dealers that 
advertise this item for a fine price 
only to find that he is just out and 
wouldn’t you like to buy some- 
thing else or recieve an approval 
selection. 

There may be plenty and plenty 
of the old No. 575’s but as long as 
no one knows where they are the 
song of the hard losers that have- 
n't any is going to fall on the deaf 
ears of those that feathered their 
nest while the “sun shone”. 

if by any chance the experts 
wish to dispose of some of the big 


supply they write about I am sure 
they can find a home for it in Bal- 
timore. We may be foolish but 
we are going to hang on to what 
we have and continue to buy. 


CHICAGO STAMP AUCTIONS 
FOURTH SALE 





Chicago Stamp Auctions, Inc., 
held their fourth sale March 18th 
with the largest crowd in attend- 
ance that has been known in years. 
A very fine line of U. S. and for- 
eign items were disposed of for 
good prices. The market seems to 
be considerably firmer in general 
foreign, while U. S., airs and fine 
items of all types still bring record 
prices. An interesting trend up- 
wards in 19th Century U. S. was 
noticeable at this sale, evidence of 
a reviving interest in these most 
sterling stamps. U. S. Zeppelins 
in plate blocks brought $61.00 from 
floor bidders, showing the rapidly 
increasing value of these scarce 
items. No. 575 took a tumble 
again, bringing $6.10 for a center 
line block, though ordinary blocks 
still bring good prices. There are 
some good properties coming to 
auction these days, but it is also 
true that there are eager buyers 
for every one of them.
